Steel Price Boost May Not 
Reach Some Users Until 1959

Steel price boosts will spur 
increases on a host of pro- 
duct*. The inflationary dan­ 
ger signs are seen in the 
intent 'of some steel users 
to raise the prices of their 
consumer products even 
greater, proportionately, than 
the *5-a-ton steel hike.

Take a pump maker, for 
instance. His entire line will 
(O up five to seven per cent. 
"But that's only the beginn­ 
ing." he say*. "Pretty soon, 
all our suppliers will begin 
raising their prices to reflect 
the steel price increase."

This manufacturer has a 
pump that now retails for 
1700. "It will go up to 1735 
or $742." he explains. "But 
we always round off such 
figures in our favor, so it 
win probably end up at 
$750."

How soon "should price 

changes of raw materials 
show up on the retail coun­ 
ter? When steel goes up, the 
fabricators of steel materials 
for automobiles pass the ctfsts 
along to the auto makers. 
Among their customer* may 
be a doctor, but he doesn't 
feel the change until be buys 
a new car, perhaps a year 
or two later. By that time, 
noting higher prices of other 
things he needs   instru­ 
ments, office furniture, etc., 
as'well as the ever-necessary 
car   he raises his fees. 
Doctor bills are a component 
of the cost-of-flving figures 
issued by the government, so 
those statistics may then're­ 
flect a change which started 
on its cqurse   year or two 
before.

predicts. This shift in retail­ 
ing will open the door to a 
vast market in new packaged 
goods   "but it roust be the 
right kind -of package that 
sells more goods and uses 
fewer hands."

Studied by APCD Officials

What effect Torrance's in­ 
dustries have on the smog 
problems of the rest of spraw­ 
ling Los Angeles County is one 
of the projects now under 
study .by the Air Pollution, 
Control District.

Under a $65,000 per year 
study new under way, the 
APCD is studying the effects 
of smog producing materials 
from industries in various 
parts of the county upon the 
total smog picture.

Torrance's smog, they fig­ 
ure, blows over toward the 
San Gabriel Valley. 

More Smog
Although most local indus­ 

tries were among the first to 
install anti-air pollution de­ 
vices, experts figure. thaLa 90 
per cent effective control de­ 
vice is a good one. That means 
that with the Increasing num­ 
ber of industries in the county, 
it is still possible for all of 
them to emit more smoggy 
particles than all industries 
did a few years ago.

The APCD people now are 
working to prevent the coun­ 
ty's tremendous growth equal 
to addition of a city the size 
of Pittsburgh, Pa., every four 
years from adding to the al­ 
ready tough amog problem.

Experts now are trying to 
design a planning and loning 
program which will permit lo­ 
cation of new Industries and 
other potential air pollution 
sources in areas where they 
will least contribute to the 
smog problem. At the same 
time, they are seeking to avoid 
placing in the same area too

many industries which produce 
the same kind of smog-making 
particles.

Top Priority .. ,
Air Pollution Control Of fleer 

Smith Griswold said that de­ 
velopment of these plans Is a 
"top priority project of the 
district and one for which 
nearly, $200,000 has been ap­ 
propriated for the next 12 
months.

The project, which involves 
a detailed analysis of wind 
movements and contaminant 
concentrations in all areas of 
the county, i» aimed to locale 
new industries where contami­ 
nants can be dispersed quickly 
before they accumulate in 
doses strong enough to cause 
air pollution.

Sciential!, and technicians on 
the district staff review pro­ 
posed industrial zone changes 
within the city and county of 
Los Angeles. Air Pollution pfs- 
sibilitieti are considered along 
with pther considerations in­ 
fluencing zoning.

Wind Studied
The district is studying wind 

movements and concentrations 
of smog-making particles at 
18 air monitoring facilities, In­ 
cluding one In. downtown Tor­ 
rance, and 72 individual wea­ 
ther stationi.

The data collected is expec­ 
ted to give a picture of the 
paths of air moving across the 
county. Coupled with further 
analysis, this Information indi­ 
cates the degree to which a 
pollution source in a given 
area affects other parts of the 
county.

Smog centers of the county 
generally are in downtown Los 
Angeles, the Pasadena foot­ 
hills, and Vernon. Heavily-in 
jdustrialiied Vernon is one o' I 
the worst locations for heav>j 
Industry by air pollution stand­ 
ards; according to APCD offi­ 
cials. It is located in a pocket 
of air stagnation.

No Alerts Here
. The South Bay area, which 
gets little smog, largely be­ 
cause of the generally prevail­ 
ing southwest wind, lias never 
had a smog alert. Its industries 
may add to the over-all prob- 
lira, however, according to the 
APCD.
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
